profit than pleafure,feemed nothing at all de- 
rogatorie from the maieftie of Kings, nor any 
whit yn fitting the honorable eftate of Princes, 
fomewhiles to folace and recreate themfelues 
with thele kinds of {tudies: namely & fpecial- 
ly when and fo often as they could(as it were) 
breath from theirother moft vrgent affaires, 
andhaue either time or leifure to intermitte 
their other weightie and ferious proceedings. 
And by this kind of ftudie (whereby notone- 
ly their minds, but their bodies alfo were fin- 
gularly folaced) their fame and memories be- 
cameas glorious and renowmed , and theit 
honorable magnificence ashighlie dignified, 
as by anie other their woorthie a@s, noble 
conquefts, orttiumphant victories what{loe- 
uer. 7 
Heerby: Afythridates the noble king of Poz- 
tus(hauing vnder him 19 .kingdoms)through | 
excellent skill inherbs, and for thathis moft 
fingular inuention of the foueraigne Triacle 
and cordial preferuatiue againtt poifon, and 
all other contagious and infectine difeafes, 
hath woon ynto himfelte an immortall name 
among all pofterities. Lyfimachus,Eupator,Gen- 
tius the king of Zyria, eArtemifia Queene of 
Caria and wife to A4anfolzs,with manic others, 
ate famoufly renowmed,not fo much for their 
noble exploits in martiall affaires,as for their 
exquifite skill and profounde knowledge of 
Plantsand Herbs. | : 
«Marcus Curins a noble warrior and right | 
Valle 





AnHerball to the Bible, 
valiant Generall amiong the Romans, after he 
had vanquifhed Pyrrhus the puiflant king of 
the Epyrores,fo greatly delighted in this know- 
ledge of Herbs, that he withdrew himfelfe fro 
allwotldlie cares,' and quietly betooke him. 
felfe to end the remainder of his:-daies inthe 
deleGtable pratife thereof, in the Countrie; 
The fame courfe'did' Lucius Cititinnatus, and 
Marcus Valerius Cortinus ( two noble perfona- 
ges)likewife takes «+ 
Solomon alfo the mightieft and: richeft king 
thatever was ( whio befide his infinite trea- 
fures and ineftimable wealth, -had giulen ynto 
him by almightie God fuch ripe wifedome 
and exa@ knowledge of things, that‘no king 
in the world was comparable ‘ynto him ) a- 
mong other his rare and admirable vertues, is 
fet downe in holie Scriptures to be furpaffing- 
ly skilied in the vertues, qualities, and opera- 
tionsof Herbs : andthathe was able to rea- 
fon, difcourfe, & difpute not onely of Beafts, 
Foules,creeping things; & Fithes, but of trees 
alfoand Plants, from the Cedar in Lebanon to 
the Hyfope that fpringeth out of the wal:that 
is, from the highefk & talleft tree, tothe {mal- 
left fhrob and loweft herbe. ty 
Befides Solomon, there be fundrieé other ho- 
lie men and blefled Prophets among the He- 
breweés,that doe manie timesinfert into their 
prophefies, and vfually borrow comparifons, 
taken from the names & effe@s of Herbes. For 
fome plants {eruing to‘one pipole and fome

to another, fome being good for nourifh- 
ment,fome for medicine,and fome for both : 
fome being hurtful and dangerous to nature, 
fome wholfome,cordiall, and foueraigne : the 
Prophets of God were thereupon mooued to 
take and fetch fromthem manie right apt Si- 
militudes and proper comparifons, to adorne 
their Sermons, & garnith their matters with- 
all, to make the fame by fuch familiar meanes 
the eafier to be conceiued, and the readier to 
be beleeued. 

Andalthoughin each other kinde of lear- 
ning, humane difcipline & philofophie, there 
be manie fingular ornaments and peculiar 
garnifhments, effectually to delight the mind, 
and to drawe.it. by example and imitation to 
vertueand honeftie : yet for the true and per- 
fe& atchicuing,and fuller bringing to pafie of 
thefe things, there be none of greater, nor yet 
of like force and efficacie, to thofe that are v- 
fed by the holie Prophets in their diuine Wri- 
tings and Prophefies ; fo that to him thatis 
any whitreafonably feene either in the works 
of Nature,,or in heauenlie contemplations, it 
may eafily appeere, how that their writings 
and prophefies are not barren,rude,ignorant, 
and vnartificiall:but profitable, fruitful, lear- 
hed,and eloquent. For,the holie {cripture be- 
ing giuen by infpiration from God, fully and 
faficiently inftruaeth the mind, and furnith- 
eth the con{cience andfoule with moft{weete 
foode and wholefome nourifhment. Which 

| - thing, 
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thing, the kinglie prophet Daséd right wel de- 
clareth,where he vfeth avery fit fimilitude bo- 
rowed from frefh Paftures, greene Medowes, 
pleafant Brooks,and wholfom Waters, wher- 
with cattle be delicately fed, and expediently 
nourifhed. Tbe Lord (faith he) # my foepbeard,f Pfal.r3,1. 
fhallwant nothing : he maketh me to rest in greene 
pasture, andleadeth me by the ftillwaters. So like- 
wife in another Pfalme, where he reioicethin 
theLord, and highlie praifeth his holie name 
for blefling him with {tore of heauenlie riches, 
yea and of earthlie benefits alfo,as Cattelland 
fruitful foile,he faith: The Lives are fallen onto me pty} 66. 
su pleafant places. For in the old time, men vied 
to meafure their land with long ropes, & ther- 
by to fhare out their Acres & bounds, accor- 
ding to euerie mans rightand title: as now we 
do with perches or poles. 
Now, for that there be of thefe kindes of 

{peeches infinite places both in the olde and 
new Teftament, diligently noted and founde 
out as wel by the ordinary praGife and courfe 
of life,as alfo by obferuation of the nature,ef- 
fec&t,and vertue of Things : Ihaue at this time 
thought good to beftowe fome labour in this 
Booke to fet downe the fame vnto the view & 
confideration of the ftudious Reader: wher- 
by hemay fee what a rich treafure of know- 
ledge and wifedome there is laid vp in the fa- 
cred Scriptures ; which affoordeth ynto the 
induftrious Chriftian, ftore ynough of matter 
both pleafurable and profitable, delightfull

and wholefome. Neither is it poffible for a 
man to reape anie the like benefit of plentiful 
knowledge and copious learning, nor to 
tafte fuch foifon of foueraigne foode both for 
foule and conf{cience,out of anie Works writ- 
ten by Philofophers,Orators, or Poets, as hee 
may out of the moft plentifull ftorehoufe,and 
aye la{ting fountaine of Diuinitie, andout of 
thofe bookes which were endited by the ho- 
lie Ghoft, and written by heauenly infpirati- 
on.So that whofoeuer thal aduifedly confider, 
and attentiuely difcuffe the deepe myfteries 
and profound knowledge laid vp in the Scrip- 
tures, and theréwithall alfo what furpafling 
wifedome harboured in their mindes, which 
left behind them fuch diuine inftruGions and 
wholfome documents , cannot choofe but 
moft plainly perceiue,by how manie degrees, 
dinine learning and facred ftudies do incom- 
parably furmount all profane skill, and hu- 
mane knowledge:and how far things heauen- 
ly and eternall do excell things earthlie and 
tranfitorie. | 

That the holie Prophets were not onely 
moft exadily feene in the peereleffe skill of Di- 
uinitie, but moft exquifitly alfo furnifhed with 
the entire knowledge of all things naturall : 
and notignorant in anie kinde of learning or 
difcipline ; may hencefoorth,bee fufficiently 
prooned, and manifeftly gathered, for thatin 
their writingsthey vfe fo:manie Similitudes, 
& make fo many Comparifonsof things fet- 
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ched out of the verie fecrets and ‘bowels of 
Nature; as namely,from beafts,fouls,worms, 
creeping and {wimming creatures, Herbes, 
Trees,the Elements, fire, water,earth,aire, ri- 
uers,brooks,wels,cefternes, feas, {tars, pearls, 
{tones, lightening, thunder, raine,dew,heate, 
drowth,cold,winds,blafts,haile, fnowe,froft, 
ice,corne,feede,falt, leauen,nets, fnares : and 
likewife from the humoursin a mans bodie} 
Blood, milke,generatine feede,meniftrue,wo- 
man in trauell,child-birth,droffe,yron,golde, 
filuer, and innumerable other things, where- 
with they learnedly beautifie their matter,and 
(as it were)branely garnith and deck out their 
termes, words,and fentences with tropes and 
figuratiue Phrafes, Metaphors , Tranflations, 
Parables,Comparifons,Collations,Examples, 
Schemes, and other ornaments of {peech, gi- 
uing therby vnto their matter a certaine kind 
of liuelie gefture,and fo confequently attiring 
_ It with light,perfptchitie,eafinefle,eftimation, 
and dignitie : {tirring vp thereby mens drow- 
fie minds, and awaking flothfull, negligent, 
careleffe,flugeith,and retchleffe people to the 
confideration and acknowledgement of the 
truth, and tothe following and imbracing of 
godlines. 7 

Heereby as they doe withdraw-and deterre 
the wicked from their wicked waies by laieng 
downe before them, Similitudes tending to 
fuch purpofe : fo doe they noleffe ftirre ther ‘ 
yp to yertue, to true happines, to perfee fehw

citie, to found affurance, to the feare of God, 
and truftin his mercie.Finally,they each wate 
feeke to winthem tothe knowledge of God, 
and ofthemfclues; and leave no waie ynat- 
tempted to allure and bring them to the truth 
and perfect bleflednes. 

Andas touching the godlie, which feare 
the Lord, and frametheir lines accordingly, 
they ceafe not to incourage,confirme,ftreng- 
then, and eftablith them in their vertuous do- 
ings, by earneft exhortation to perfift in their 
well begun exercife. They doe (as the Apoftle 
S.Paul alfo willeth)admonifh {uch as walke in- 
ordinately,and liue out of courfe, being vntrac- 
table and vnruly, to remember their dutie, 
and to acknowledge their fault ; they gently 
reproone them, and mildly feeke to recouer 
them ; they comfort the weake,and cheere vp 
the moornfull, they ftrengthen and raife vp 
the feeble and broken harted, they reuiue the 
forrowfull and heauie f{pirited, they raife vp 
them that are throwen downe: they vfe lent- 
tie,mildneffe and compaffion towards al men 
in generall : they are flow to anger,flow to re- 
uenge and violence: they heale the broken 
and bruifed confciences, they preach deliue- 
rance tothe captiues, fight to the blinde, li- 
bertieto the imprifoned comfort to the affli- 
&ed,ioy to the diftreffed, health to the ficke, 
secouerieto the difeafed; and tothe mifera-

Seeing therefore each one of the Prophets 
(among whom, many were kings,and defcen- 
ded of roiall blood) haue difcourfed of thefe 
things, and inferted the fame into their wri- 
tings: fecing likewife our Sauiour Iefus Chri 
and his Apoftles haue pra@ifed the fame, and 
thewed foorth the like kinde of do@rine: I 
thought my labour fhould be well beftowed, 
if briefly and by the waie,I fhould in this trea. 
tife fhew what ftore of excellent learning,pro- 


found wifedome, hidden knowledge, and ex- 


a& skill ofnature; what zeale likewie-of ad. 
uancing true religion,and of banithin galido- 
latrie and fuperftition there refted in thofe 


| men that by diuine infpiration hane left and 


deliuered ynto vsfuch woorthie and whole. 
fome matters,and fuch furpaffing knowledge, 
by drawing into their bookes (forthe greater 
ornament and fetting outof their {peech) the 
whole ftore and furniture of Nature.

Rahel(as the {cripture mentioneth)was ve- | 
rie defirous ofthis Apple , & madeimportu- 9, 
nate fute to obtaine it. For when as Rubeu | 
went out into the fieldes in the daies of wheat | 
harueft, he founde Vandrakes andbrought | 
them to his mother Leah: which when Rabel | 
perceived, being one that enuied hir fifter for 
hir fruitfulnes in bearing children, fhe defired | 
and entreated hir faid fifterto giue hir of the 
fame (Mandrakes. Leah being offended with | 
hir fifters importunitie , denied hir requeft, | 
and refufed to beftow the Apples vpon hir.At | 
length the matter betweene themwascom- | 
pofed.and agreed vpon,vnder this condition, | 
that Leah the night next following fhoulde | 
{leepe with Jacob, who was husband tothem 
both,and flept with them by turnes: and that J. 
Rahel fhould haue and enioy the Mandrakes; | 
which fhe is thought to haue gotten from hir | 
fifter,to the intent thereby the fooner to con- J 
ceiue, by eating thé fame apple, and fleeping | 
with the patriarch Jacob hir husband. For, fhe |

L know right wel that-in thefeour Northren 
parts of the world there are fundry kindes of}. 
Plantes atid Herbes , which being naturallie 
harmefulland pernitious, can not choofe but 
empaire and damnifie health , if their dange- | j 
rous qualitie and offenfiue effec be not ae 
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bited and met withall. This is the reafon, why 
| we qualifie all thofe Herbes that are natural- 
| ly colde,with pepper,ginger,& graines of Pa- 
| radife:by the which,their malice is reftrained, 
& their harmfull qualitie conquered.$o,Muth- 
romes &{fuch otherexcrements of theearth, 
to the Jtalians and people beyond theeAlpes 
are nourifhable and harmeleffe, whereas to ys 
inhabiting this countrey, they are both dan- 
gerousandyenemous, vnlefle their pernici- 
ous qualitie by fome hot condiments be mi- 
tigated and maftered.. Moreouer inhot regi- 
ons,patched and burned with the full force of 
the Sunne, all thinges attaine the fooner and 
the better to their ripenes : whereby it com- 
| meth to paffe, that thefe kindes of delicacies, 
-f which(as.flirrers and, prouokers of wanton 
luft)arefo-highly efteemed,and foinordinate- 
ly defired of thefe. lafciuious riotours andins 
continent fpend-thriftes , to increafe and ir- 
rite their beaftly Inft,do little or nothing pre- 
iudice the health of their, bodies. 

But that the Hebrewes inthe ‘olde time 
tookegreat delight and made fingular ac- 
count of AZandrake for the fragrant {mell, and 
fingular comfortable!fent thereof, may well 

| appeere by that marriage fong or Canticle of 

| Solomon. Which maketh me tothinke that it 
was greatly efteemed , much defired , often Cant.7,13: 

| handled, and carried about in Jwrie, for that 

‘) it hath initaverie delicateand pleafant {mell, 

')/ inducing and provoking fleepe, which vnto 
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wearie and weake perfons is both comforta- 
ble and recreatiue. 

And-how to fpeake fomewhat by experi- 
ence in my felfe, what I haue found and tried 
by this AZzndrake, Iwill heer by the way thew 


‘you, what happened vnto me through the 


fame. It fo fell out, that in the fommer feafon 
(forat this time of the yeere the Afandrakes be 
ripe ) I chaunced once or twice negligentlie 
and rechleffely to lay vpon a fhelfe in my ftu- 
die fome of thefe goodly and beautifull ap- 
ples. But behold what thereofenfued. Certes 
I became fo fleepie and drowfie,that I coulde 
not, but with verie much adoe,keepe my felfe 
waking. Striuing thus (all that I coulde) to 
fhake off this drowfines , and finding norea- 
fon to lead me how it fhould fo come to paffe, 
at length by cafting mine eie -aboutechcor- 
ner, Lefpied the AZzndrakes, which Ihad afore 
therelaid’: which afterthat Ihad taken away 
and remooued into another roume,] prefent- 
lie recouered my former alacritie, and put to 
flight my fluggith drowfines. 

But from this {weete {melling and moft fra- 
grant apple ,(whereby the carrier thereof be- 
commeth gratious and the better liked with 
his beloued) the bridegroome taketh occafi- 
ontowalke foorthintothe field. For,when as 
inthe {pring & fommer feafons all things doe 
burgenand flourifh, and that the (Mandrake 
and other pleafant plants do gallantlie and 
odoriferouflic{mell , he calleth his fpoufe 1 
bride 
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bride out of hirchamber, to the intent the 


may fora while leaue the citie, and pleafant-. 


ly repofe hir felfe in the gardens of pleafure 
in thefuburbs, refrefhing hir felfe with the 
manifold varictie of moft beautifull herbs, 
and delightfome trees , as namely, fpike- 
nard, violet, lillies, pomegranate, ALandrukes, 
and the florifhing vine. For, as all thetrees, 
herbs'and plants growing out of the earth, 
doe in the {pring time of the yeere, {pecial- 
ly flourifh and.bloflome, and exceedingly 
both for the gallant hue of the bloomes, 
and alfo for fragrancie of {mell delight the 
beholder : fonamely and aboue the reft,the 
Vine fendeth foorth a moft excellent and 
furpaffing fent. 

It flowreth about the beginning of June, 
and hauing many weake and {lender bran- 
ches from whence groweth fundrie newe 
knottie fhootes , bringing foorth at eucrie 
knotorioint, broade tagged leaues diuided 
into fiue cuts or parts, ityeeldeth foortha 
mott pleafant fell, wherewith the hart and 
braine of man is maruelloufly recreated, fo 
that it is no fmall folace and delight for a 
man during the time of the flowring therof, 
todine, fup, or otherwifeto paffe away the 
timein fome conuenient arbor or gallerie 
ynderrhis mott gallant and braue tree. 

It is alfo faide that the odour and {mell of 
the leaues & flowres of this tree be fo foue- 
Taigne,thatno yenemous beafts wil approch 
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AnHerballto the Bible. 
neere thereunto ; infomuch that Serpents, 
Snakes, Adders, Toades, and fuch like, can- 
not abide tocome neere where itis. During 
the feafon and time therfore of the flowring 
ofthistree, itis right. wholefome vnder the 
{hade therof to walke, fit,conferre,talke,and 
coole our felues, fith the fame. may without 
danger of noifomeand venemous creatures 
be fafely performed. The Bridegroom Chrift 
therefore, (for fo is he termed by John the 
Baptift, being fingularly afleed toward his 
Spoufe the Church, which is the Congrega- 
tion of faithfull beleeuers) delighteth in no- 
thing more, than in the aduancement of the 
honor, dignitie, comelinefle and beautie of 
his Bride : neither contrariwife , doth the 
Bridein any thing fo much delite as in re- 
quitall of kindnes, and recompence of cur- 
tefies toward hir husband and Spoufe : fo 
that betweene themtwaine, thereisnoapt, 
roper, and refembling Similitude to bee 
conueniently gathered either out of the 
Heauens, Stars, Planets, Mountaines, Hils, 
Woods, Groues, Fields, Herbes, Flowers, 
Trees, Wine or Vine, out of which any fweer, 
pleafant,delectable, or wholefome {mell, fa- 
uour, orfent proceedeth; but that the fame 
bemoftpithily, and according to the hono- 
rable dignitie of either partie moft fitly ap- 
plied, and vpon occafion moft orderly and 
learnedly alledged. 
Thus is the Bridegroome there aptly 
compa- 
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compared to {weete Spikenard, to a bundle 
of Mirrhe, toabunch or clafter of pleafane 
Grapes. The fame Bridegroome.alfo com pa- 
reth his beloued ( for hirexcellent whitenes 
_and {weete {mell ) toa Lillie: infomuch that 
if hir handmaids or thofe of hirtraine thould 
becompared vnto hir, they thonld feeme to 
bebut thornes and mungrels, without ho- 
nor, beautie, eftimation or dignitic. Thefe 
and fuch like Metaphors are moft plentiful- 
lyto be readand feene, not inthis Song or 
Canticle onely, but in all the reftof the {a 
ered Scripture alfo ; fothat there is offered 
vntoeach diligent Reader and induftrious 
Student matter ynough,wherwith to delight 
himfelfe, and to recreate his minde, at leaft 
way, if heattentiuely bende himfelfe in fer. 
uent defire, entire care, and aduifed cogita-~ 
tion to confider heerein. the excellencie of 
Nature, and the incomprehenf{ible maiettie 
of the Maker and Creator. 

There are founde (I fay ) in this Song or 
Canticle,very elegant fimilitudes taken from 
fuch things as. are knowen to be cordial and 
foucraigne remedies againft the debilitie of 
the vital {pirits, Sounding extafies or Traun- 
ces: as namely,fweete, felling and redolent 
wine,delightfull and comfortable Nofegaies 
of fragrant Herbs and pleafant Flowers. So 
likewife the Bride being now readie to faint 
and languith,and (as it were) at the point to 

quaile and thrinke downe through immode- 
| Cis rate 
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rate loue toward hir husbande and Spoufe, 
commandeth hir handmaids to bring fome 
comfortable Reftoratines, & toapply {weet 
fented odours to hir nofe: Staie me(faith the) 
with flowers, and comfort me with apples ; least I 
faint for Lamloneficke.So alfo doe we vfe,when 
anie fall into a founding or traunce, to gine 
ynto them Cinamome, Cloues,Vineger, Ci- 
trons, Lymons, Myrtle, Warde, and other 
foote Simples to fmell vnto, which by the 
Scriptures, and ordinarie experience are 
knowen to be for that purpofe good, cordi- 
all and foueraigne. 


The third Chapter. 


OfManna : and first of that which rained downe 
from Heauen: andnext of that,which 
is vfuallin Phyficke. 


Hereas the children of 

PZ Ifrael in the wildernes 

fj were fed with (Alanna: 

EAE Ps i i it may not be thought 
M/k Vira ) to proceede from anie 
Vik\ Vest’ 9 naturall caufe, but e- 
#7 ven from. the dinine 

z= 5 power,and miraculous 
handieworke of almightieG O D, who yet 
(notwithftanding) yfed the minifterie of na- 
ture in thé doing thereof: ashe likewifedid 
in the Quailes which he fent among them 
into 
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into the Campe : andas he alfo did,when as 
the Rock being fmitten, yeelded foorth wa- 
ter abundantly for the refrefhing of the drie 
and thirftie people:or as when by the cafting 
in of apeece of wood the bitter waters be- Sophia 
came fweete: or as finally, when by a moft tS ; 
ftrong Eaft winde the red Sea was dried vp, 
and gaue free paffage vnto the Hebrewes(all 
the A:gyptians purfuing them, being vtterly 
{wallowed vp and drowned.) 

The like reafon is to bee given of the 
Meale and of the Oile which was ftill increa- 1 Kin.17 16 
fed without wafting, at the praier of E/jah, 2.Ring.4,6. 
and of E/jba : of the Rauen that brought 
bread and flefhto E/yah : of the Angell that 
broght vnto him a cake baked on the coles, 
and a pot of water; inthe ftrength whereof 
he iournied fortie daies and fortie nights Cap.19,6. 
without any other foode, yntill he came to 
Horeb,the Mount of God, where he founda 
caue,in'the which he fafely hid himfelfe from 
the tyrannie of wicked Jezebel, who cruelly 
perfecuted and hunted all the Prophetsof 
the Lord todeath. 

Thefe and {uch like admirable, woonder- 
full and miraculous workes, could the Lord 
euen with a worde ora becke without the 
helpe ofany thing, haue brought to paffe: 
but yet his divine willand pleafure was, to 
vie naturall thinges, (whereof he is both the 
worker and gonernour)as the meanes or in- 
firument whereby to atchieue and worke 
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the fame flrange effects, to the reliefe of his 
children , and comfort to their diftreffed 
mindes. 

The like haue we to obferue and note alfo 
in Hezekiah being fick, and by the doome of 
God himfelfe appointed to die, whofe boyle 
was cured by alumpe of drie figs ( which in 
operation are maturatiue) laide plaifterwife 
tothe fame. Out of the which, weeare to 
learne this moft profitable lefion,that albeit 
God bee able to heale without any medi- 
cines, yet his pleafureis, thatinthetime of 
ficknes, we fhoulde not contemne Phyficke, 
as the meanes whereby our recouerie is 
wrought, but to vfethe fame inthefeare of 
God, for the reftoring of. our health and 
prolongation of our life. 

The like meanes did Chrift himfelfe alfo 
vie, in reftoring fight vnto apoore blinde 
man , whenas hee{pat on the grounde and 
madeclaie of thefpettle, with the which he 
annointed his cies, with further commande- 
ment ta himtogoand wath himfelfe in the 
poole of Siloam. In like fort alfo, cured hea 
dumbe man, & reftored vnto him his {peech, 
by putting his fingers into his eares,and tou- 
ching his toong with {pettle. 

Thefe kindes of miracles did the Lorde 
worke,fome while with onelic touching,and 
fome while with onely a word, requiring no- 
thing elfe at their hands that were cured, but 
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ted confidence to obtaine their requeftes,as 
namelie in poore blinde Bartimaeus , faith- 
fully crieng vnto Chrift, ( notwithftanding 
the churlifh rebukes and checkes that he fuf- 
tained for fo doing, at the hands of fome of 
thecompanie) appeereth. 

But albeit Almightie God for his great 
mercie fake, and for the ineftimable loue 
wherewith he moft bountifully loned man- 
kind ,did many and fundry waies fignifie his 
infinite goodnes toward them: yet moft fin- 
gularly and notably did he teftifie and make 
apparant his woonderfull power and hea- 
uenly might, in working moft ftrange, mofk 
fupernaturall and inimitable miracles. A- 
mong’the which being innumerable, the 
raining and fending downe of ALana {o co- 
piouflie and aboundantly from heauen, to 
fuffice fuch an huge and populous multi- 
tude; ts namely and fpeciallieto be remem- 
bred. 

For, when as the people(being a confu- 
fed multitude ) to the number of fixe hun- 
dreth thoufand perfons, repiningly murmu- 
red again{t God, and (Vofeshis feruant, for 


bringing them out ofeZeypr,into that wafte Num. 15, 
Wildernes ; to be (as'they feditiouflie mut- verf3r. 


tered ) there flerued and famifhed: God in E201 13- 
P{al.78, 24. | 


the evening of the fame daiefentinto their 
Campe an incredible multitude of Quailes: 
andin the morning the Dewe lay rounde‘a- 
bout the Hofte vpon the grounde,and whén 
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the Dew that was fallen,was afcended,there 
appecred vpon the face of the Wildernes, a 
{mall round thing, thinne as the hoare froft 
vpon the earth, in the likenes of Cortazder 
feede,of the colour of Bdellivm, andin relifh 
or tafte like vnto Wafers made with Honie. 
When the children of Ifraell being thereat 
greatly aftonied , or (asfome expoundeit) 
contemptuouflie regarding it , didwith ad- 
miration or irrifion beholde it; they. faide 
one toanother, ALanhu, What is this? For they 
wit not what it was. | 
The Manna which is vied in Phyfickesbe- 
ing hot, temperate and moyft 1s not altogi- 
ther. vnlike ynto this which wehave nowe 
mentioned. For there is gathered;in: hot 
Countries and warme Regions an Aerie and 
Dewie Honie, diftilling and dropping from 
the Ayre in the night ime about the Cani- 
cular daies in Sommer, and falling ypon 
Trees, Braunches , Herbs, Boughes, Flow- 
ers.and Stones in fmall:drops or graines, 
which being rolled and chafed a little while 
with the toong, melteth and diffolueth as it 
were Sugar, and witha moft delicate fweete- 
nes fingularlie delighteth the palate and 
mouth, It is right fouereigne and beneficial 
to lénifie-the roughnes of the Iawes,, and af- 
peritie of the Throate.Ir notably quencheth 
heate, purgeth blood,loofeth and mollifieth 
the bellie,as the Caffia fistula doth, but fome- 
what moregently and mildely : and therfore: 
oly | may 
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may fafely and without any feare or danger 
be miniftred totender Folkes, Yoonglings, 
Aged perfons , Women with childe, or that 
liein:childebed , taking the quantitie of an 
ounce in weight at once, hauing alwaies re- 
gardeandre{pe& (as mecte itis) to the na- 
ture and conititution of ech particular per- 
fons bodie. 

And itis termed by the name of (Vamia, 
or Melaereum, bicaufe being drawn vp from 
the earth by the heate of theSunnein the 
daie time ; it falleth downe againe in the 
coole night feafon, and lighteth vpon Trees, 
Plantes,&c.in fuch proportion, fhape, tafte, 
fweetenes and relifh almoft., as the other 
Manna was,which the Bible defcribeth, and 
which the Ifraelites did eate many yeeres ; 
infomuch that with the long vfe therof, they 
fell to loathing of it, and difdainefully to 
defpifeithe great bountiful gift of their Lord 
and God. | 

I my felfe haue fomietimes founde this 
Manna atfach timesas I haue purpofely.wal- 
ked out of the Vniuerfitie to feeke for Herbs 
in morningsafore dailight, {pecially at the 
later ende of the Spring, when the Ayre hath 
beene mildeand the weather calme. 

But there is folde by fome of thefe coue- 
tous and vnconfcionable Apothecaries in 
fteede of this true right: AZanza or Ayrie Ho- 
nie,another counterfeited and fophifticated 


Manna, made of Sereand Sugar. But by the 


melting 
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melting thereof in the mouth, the patcherie 
and fleight may foone be efpied. 

There be fome that gather about Bee 
hyues, and other places where Bees do mel- 
lifie,certaine excrements of yellowith colour 
and {weete relifh like to Honie, beleeuing 
and making others tobeleeue that the fame 
is the right A¢anna,diftilling out of the Ayre, 
whereas in verie deede, it is nothing elfe , 
than acertaine excrementall lyquor, iuyce, 
iellie, flime or {pittle,comming from Wafps, 
Dorres,Drones and Gnats. For,thefe kinds 
of vnprofitable Bees doliein waite to lurch 
thelabours, and to fucke the Honie made 
and gathered by the painefull toyling Bees, 
which fo foone as the fame poore Bees efpie, 
they ioyne their forces togither, fecvpon 
thofe theeuifh Drones and filching vermine, 
and neuer leave till they haue banifhed or 
deftroied and flaine them : And>thistis by 
the moft excellent Poet Virgil notably auou- 
ched and fet out, wheré he faith: 

They fafbion,trym and brauely decke 

Their Combes for Honie fweete : 

And neately frame their waxie web 

As for their worke ts meete. . 
Withearefull care fome hatch aud breed 
CMo yoong ones ‘for tacreafe: 
While others, Houte of the best 
To gather newer ceafe : 
wherewith their ftatelie Cels they fill 
' With tore of Nettar fine: 
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Shewing themfelues a dapper Crew 


To bre thus iuyce diuine.

fed. 

Thus doth he teftifie: and affure men of 
the infallible performance of his promifes, 
and of his heauenly. atronement and recon- 
ciliation with them, by certaine Signes , To- 
kens, Seales, or Sacramentes, vifible to the 
ele , and apparantly: fubie& to outwarde 
fenfes. | 

For Baptifme being the Seale of the righ- 
teou{nes of Faith, andthe firft entrance and 
receining into the Church, was figured by 
Circumcifion and by patlmg through the 
red Seas infomuchithat we be thereby con- 
fecrated vnto God, and engrafted into him, 


by faith, with ful deliverance fromthe guilt ~

his fonne J/aac : andin the ordinance and 
inftitution of a male Lambe without ble- 
mith,which A#/es by the prefcript comman- 
dement of God, folemnely appointed to be 
eaten with fower Herbes, or wilde Letuce, for Exod.13,5. 
the better retaining in frefh memorie the 
miferable flaucrie and thraldome wherein 
they afore liued vnder Pharaoin eLgypr-from 
which moft flauifh yoke and intollerable 
bondage,they weremercifully delinered.

blefled dwelling ofimmortalitie. 

This Lambe was*commanded to be ea- 
ten with fower Herbs, or wilde Letuce : for 
that, in this our wretched life, all things are 
bitter,troublefome,greeuous, and full of ca- 
lamitie, haning in it a great deale more Aloé 
than Honie, that is, much greater ftore of 
miferie and mifchiefe, than of ioy and tran- 
quillitie. : 

Some hold opinion,that vnder thename 
of Letuce, there be aifo comprehended the 
Herbs Succorie and Endiue, bearing a white 
blewith flower and iagged:which being kept 
couered and buriedin {and or grauelljis vfed 
in winter time for falads at the beginning of 
meales. The vfing and handling of it in this 
fort, caufeth it to forgo and loofe his bitter- 
neffe, and withall to: become excellentlye 
white, much liketo the inner leaues of the 
great white Cabage or Colewort. And;thefe 
Herbs be verie good and profitable againft 
the obftru@ions of the Liuer, for that, they 
haue in refpe& of their bitterneflejan abfter- 
fiue yertue and cleanfing force, opening the

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| pores and paffages, and enlarge all oppilati- 
ons. They bealfo very good to cure the ter- 
|| tian Ague, and the Jaundice. They qualifie

Like vnto the(e in vertue,natare,effe& and 
operation, are the herbs Chondrilla (which 
we may call Gummie Succorie)the foft milke 
Thiftle, Dezt de Lion, or ‘RoSirum Porcinum, 
Hawkeweede called Hieracium ;-all which 
have in them a milke white ivice and yel- 
lowith fower,very pleafant and daintie food 
for Haresand Conies. For by eating there- 
of,thefe finall Creatures preferue themfelues 
from embolning and dropfie-like fwel- 
ling, by reafon that the bitterneffe of thefe 
Herbes, drieth vp their moifture and fuper- 
fluous humor. Wherefore fuch of them as 
be not too greatly bitter, are in the begin- 
ning of the Spring,when their leanes be ten- 
der,good to be vied in falads.

From the fruit and flowers of this Tree 
or Plant, diuine Writers derive and fetch 
fundrie Similitudes both apt andelegant. So 
in the booke of Job, where fpeedie deftruai- 
onis denounced to the wicked and blafphe- 
mous,itis thusfaid:: Before bis day fhall God 
destroy him, and his branch fall not be greene: he 
foall be cast out, as the Vine doth bir fower grape, 
and as the Oliue doth hir flower. Thatis to faic, 
he fhall bee taken away before his day by 


_quicke and fadden death,and fhal not arriue 


to ripe age. 

And the Similitude is taken from fuch 
Trees and frefh Herbs, as in the Spring tide 
growe vp gallantly, and appeere moft beau- 
tifull, and yet their bloomes through bla- 
fting, doe either come tonothing, or elfe are 
fhaken downe with the fturdie ftormes of 
nipping windes and tempeftuous weather. 
For, God doth not long fuffer the wicked to 
enioy their profperitie , or to haue in all 
things their withed will and defired fucceffe, 
but even in the middeft of their flaunting 
pride, and when as for age they might haue 
liued a great while longer, hee cutteth off 
their daies, and bringeth vpon them a fud- 
den and fpeedie deftru@tion. 

Thus do wereade,how God haftened his 


iudgements, & brought che floud ypon the i ; 


world, for that they would not be warned, 
nor repent and amende their wicked ye

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but daily grew from woorfeto woorfe. And

A much like argument doth the fame Pro- 
phetalfoin another place (as an Ambafla- 
dor or meffenger fent from God ) denounce 
again{t the Zgyptians : eAfore the Haruest 
when the flowre ws finifhed , and the fruite 2s riping 
in the flower ,foall the branches (of Hgypt) be cut 
downe,and the boughes thereof taken away.Wher- 
by hee fignifieth that the £gyptians fhall 
be ferued , euenas foone ripefruites, and 
firlt grapes or berries, which are ripe before 
their time , and are readie to be eaten afore 
the feafon that orlier fruites are. For fuch 
kinde of fruites do quickly rot, and willnot 
long be kept, {o that thereby his plaine mea-

By the Olyue Treealfoand other Trees 
befides, the good fucceffe and plentifull a- 
boundance of all things towarde the godlie, 
togither with the increafe and continuance 
of the fame, is fignified, which the Prophet 
Dawid plainely witneffeth , in hiscomparing 
ofagodlie and vertuous man fearing God, 
Pfal.t,3. toaTree planted by the water fide , that ws fruitfull 
and bring eth foorth his fruit in due eafon. 

Jeremiah amplifieth and difcourfeth the 
fame Argument moreat large, where he pro- 
nounceth all calamitie and miferie to the 
froward and ftiffenecked people, that forfa~ 
king the Lord God, fought helpe,refuge and 
Jerem,17,5 fuccour in man,and things of vanitie.

The like Argument, doth our Sauiour | 
Chrifthandle, where he takethaSimilitude | 
johzs,1. fromthe vine and his Branches,faieng : Jam 
the true Vine,and my father ts an Hufbandman.E- 
uerie Branch that beareth not fruit in me, thatis, | 
that fheweth not foorth his faith by the’ | 
works of loue, be taketh away, and cutteth 
downe as vnprofitable {pray, fit for nothing, 
but for the fire : but eserie Branch that bea- 
veth fruit, he purgeth, (lopping and ‘fhredding 
away allvicious, corrupt, and naughtie af- 
feGtions) that it may bring foorth more fruit. 

Not vnlike vnto this, is that excellent Si- 
militude which the Apoftle vfeth , concer- 
ning the graffing in of the wilde Ofne tree 
into the true and right Oliue, and of the 

Rom.11,17 breaking off, of the boughes and branches 
from the naturall Oliue. Whereby he mea- 
neth none other thing, but that fome were 
fallen from their happie eftate, of glorious 
faluation; and that others were chofenand 
receiuedinto the number of the faithful,not 
for any defert of theirs.at.al,but onely by the 
meere fauor, fingular mercie, and free grace 
of God. Which benefit, vnleffe they thank- 
fully acknowledge, dutifully remember, and 
conftantly perfift in faith, he ase on

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that they fhall be‘cut off againe,and for their 
ingratitude reieGed from the fellowfhip of 
God: and that thofe thall be againe recei- 
uéd and regrafted in, if they abide not in vn-

geftion, and falfe acculation of two craftie 
old Lechours , that burned in luft towardes 
hir : Daniel (being then but ayoong childe, 
and raifed vp of the Lord to examine and 
fifte out the bloodie treacherie intended a- 
age hir) by his wife and heauenly policie, 
earched out the bottome ‘of the matter, 
boulted out thetruth, difcuffed the caufe, 
and finally delinered the innocent, Ladie, 
both fromthe prefent danger of death, and 
alfo from all. maner fufpition of crime and 
filthines. For when as the was led foorth 
to be put to death, being faultleffe and guilt- 
leffe, committing and referring both hirfelf 
and hir caufe vnto God, Daniell by the moti- 
on of the Spirite of the Lorde, lifted vp his 
voice,and cried aloud, protefting himfelfe to 
be cleere.and free from the bloode of that 
chafte woman,who wasthereand then moft 
wrongfully withoutdefert adiudged to die,

But now fomwhat by the way to defcribe 
the nature of this Lentiske tree: itisatree of 
areafonable bignes and meane fife’, broade 
in compaffe,and leaued like an Afhe, bearing 
many {mall red berries , couched ‘clofe to- 
gither in round clufters,which whenthey be 
fullripe , are of a blackifh colour. This Tree 
yeeldeth foorth a kinde of Rofen or Gum- 
mie iuice, (like.as the Terebinthin Tree 
'§ doth) which is called Mafticke,which grow- 
| ethnot togither asother Rofens doe; but 
remainea funder in’ diuers {mall graines, or 
partes like kernels, or little white roundels. 
And this Mafticke is yerie foucraigne todry 

i ttre ot G 3 vp 
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vp theumes and catatrhes, and toftop all jj, 
common laskes and bloodie flixes, and all | 
other fluxes of blood whatfoeuer.A perfume 
made therewith, or chawing thefamein the 
mouth, fafteneth the teeth that be loofe,and 
maketh a {weete breath. 

Of thisTree there be made in Jtale fine 
Toothpickers, like as they doe in the Lowe 
Countries, of Iuniperand Baies, verie good 
to clenfe, whiten and: mundifie the teeth 
withall. -Infomuch that.itis growen into a 
common byworde or prouerbe,when we wil 
note any. perfons that be too curiousand 
precife in trimming themfelues', or beftowe 
too much diligence in polifhing and drefling 
their teeth , tofay thathe. chaweth Lentiske. 
Wein thefe Countries make Toothpickers, 
fometimes of the Bittours claw being fet ei- 
ther in golde,filuer or inorie, fometimes of 
the bones.of the fith Paftinaca or Galeus,But 
the beft of all be made of this Lentiske, bi- 
caufe they do not only nohurt tothe gums, 
but alfo.do rather by meanes of their aftrin- 
gentnature, binde and comfort both them 
and theiawes, Andthatthefe were in vfe in 
the olde. time, the Poet Martiall well witnef- 
fethwherehefaith: . _. eet 

Martial in Best ZT oothpickes are of Lentiskemade,, 
Apophoretis. Orsf that woodbe fcant, Eaeaciah 
A Quill will ferue the turne fullwell 
And may fippliethe want. -. 
But the other crafty and flic mate, that went 
wat oar about 
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| about to blanch his villanie, and plaifter his 


falfhood, by the which he fought the difpa- 
ragement and death of the innocent Ladie, 
with fhamleffe mouth faucily auouched,that 
he fawe hir commit the ate vnder a Prime 
Tree. 

This Tree is reckoned among fuch as bear 


- Mafte ; whofe leaues bee at all times of the 
_yeere, greene, without falling or withering: 


whereon there alfo groweth a kinde of Mif- 
felto, which Phificions doe vfe, as an excel- 
lent remedie againft the Epilepfie or falling 
ficknes, and fuch other difeafes engendred 


_ofexceffine and abounding humors. | 


There is one kinde of this Prime or Ilex, 
that beareth the fine’ Graine, which Diers 
yfe to engraine the Cloth or filkeintoa moft 
orient and gallantred colour. And there is 
another kinde of Graine not much vnlike 
ynto this, which is found in the Huluer tree, 
whofe leaues are on each fide prickly and 


_ fharpe, butallthe other parts therof{mooth 


and plaine,which in Brabant groweth in hed- 
ges and high waies,and feldome reacheth to 
any high ftature. Yet haue I feene‘of them 
neere to Zivickzez, that haue beeneas big as 
a Prime tree, which being diligently looked 
vnto,and often pruned: and trimmed by the 
owners , haue growen to be very high and 
tall.. About the beginning of ‘Autumne it 
beareth betries roundiikea Peafe, aridof an 
excellent red colour, fiich as doth our Knee~ 
eae | G4 holme, 
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holme, Butchers broome, or prickly Boxe, | 
and alfothe Ewe tree, which ts leafed like 
the Larch, Pitchtree, or Firre. The thadowe 
of this Tree in Exg/andis not deadly, northe 
berries lethall and dangerous tothe Inhabi- 
tants of that Ifland, as not many yeeres ago 
I fawe and found by experience at my bein 
in London. In Hifpaine they are salient 
that thefe berries are indued with a vene- 
mous qualitie, and that it is fo hurtfull for 
mans bodie,that {uch as do but onely fleepe 
vnder the fhadowe thereof, either die, or at 
leaft become dangeroully fick therby, {peci- 
ally in the time that it bloometh. Thenature 
therof being fo venemous,and againft mans 
nature, they. dare not inwardly receiue the 
fame. And yet hath it by fome of that Coun- 
trie beene prooued, that their hens wil feede 
thereon without danger, and become ther- 
with very fat.

Wher- 
by he meaneth, that the drie and hungrie 
foules of the people, fhoulde be moyftened 
with the fruitfull worde of God, and plenti- 
fulliebedewed with his holefome doGrine 
and heavenly {pirit.

whofe caufe they ought to defend, and fpec- | 
dilie to fee them reftored to their Jawfull | 
right.’ Thus therefore doth he thunder a- 

ainft fuch wicked Lawmakers: Wo vnto thens \\ 
that decree wickeddecrees, and write greenous | 
things , tokeepe backe the poore from indgement,

As acage is full of birds, fo are their houfes full of 
deceit : thereby are they become great and waxen 
rich : they execute no iudgement,no,not the indge- 
ment of the fatherleffe,cc. Generally ,wherefo- 
euer there is any mention in the Scriptures, »-<° 
made of Wormwood, it fignifieth greeuous ca- 
lamitie and bitter torment of mind. 
So, in that lamentable deftruction of Le- 
yufalem,the Prophet Jeremiah in the perfon of 
his Cofintrie men and fellow citizens, com- 
plaineth, that Hewas incompalfed with gall,filled Lams,'s. 
with bitterneffe, and made droonken with Woorme- ands. 
wood, Whereby is meant, that the miferic, 
griefe, defolationand anguith was {o great, 
that nothing coulde be more added there- 
ynto. 

Like ynto this is that complaint of Dania, 
being dangeroufly circumuented, and mali- 
cionfly purfued by his enimies , where hee 
powreth out his praiers and requeits vnto 
God,faieng : O God thon bast cast vs out, thon Pfal.60,1. 
hast (cattered vs, thon hast beene angrie, turne a- 
gaine untaus. Thou hast made the Landtotrem- 
ble, and bast made it to gape: thon hast [oewed thy 
people eauie things : thou haSt made vs. to drinke 
she Wine of compuntlion and giddines. As though 
he fhould fay; Theu haft fet fuch fights be-

In no better.cafe fhall he be, thatkeepeth 
companie with whoores and harlots ;.and 
{uffereth himfelfe to be infnared and intrap- 
ped with their flatteries,allurements, prouo- 
cations and {uttleties. Ts: 

Which thing Solomon wel knew,& therfore 
diligently aduifeth and carneftly warneth a 
yong man(whofe age for want of experience 
is flipperie and vnskilful)to-difacquaint and 
eftrange himfelfe from the companie of wic- 
ked women,and not to fuffer hinifelfe at any 
hand tobe inchanted with their flattering 
lures and glofing entifements. For the lips of

knowen, that to vfeany defcription 
thereof,were but needleffe and {uper- 


fluous. It and other herbesalfo were much 
ie! M vied 
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yfed and well knowne among the olde He- 
brewes and Egyptians, as in the hiftorie of the 
Bible we plainely read. 

For Aofes the feruant of God was impor- 
tunately vrged, and ereeuoufly difquieted 
by the murmuring Iftaelites and difordered 
njultitude,lufting after flehh,and faieng:Who 
foall gine vs flefa tocate ¢ We remember the fife 
shat we dideate in eALgypt : the Cucumbers, the 
pepons, the leekes » the onions and the garlicke. 
Thefe fruites are not onely vfually eaten by 
people of low degree and bafe calling,but of 

noblemen. and wealthy perfonages alfo, 
partly as meate and condiments to feed on, 
partly as falades with oyle, vineger and pep- 
per, to fharpen the ftomacke and prouoke 
appetite. 
They vfed in the old timein their vine- 
ardes and Cucumber gardens, to ere& and 
builde little cotages and lodges for their 
watchfolkes and keepers that looked to the 
fame, for feare of filchers and ftealers:which

When itis vnripe, (that is, being white be- 
fore it gtow'to bered) it fcowreth out fpots, 
and filth from the skin,as well as water. 

The fruite of this tree is ofright holefome 
efte& in cooling and refrigerating, namely 
in 
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in the Sommerfeafon : and»is beft afore or 
at beginning of meales. For being eaten af- 
ter dinner or fupper,it putrifieth and engen- 
dreth’ corrupt difeafes., like:as Cherries, 
Plums; Damfons; Cornell berries, Peaches, 
yoong grapes,and fuch likedo. All thefe ta- 
ken after meate,'docoole, andsrefrigerate; 
quehch thirft, and conueniently qualifie the 
heat oftheliuer. Neither amI greatly {quey- 
mifl:or {crupulous to allow andadmit the 
fame‘to be eaten after meates, fo that onely 
the iuyce of the fruites be fucked and{wale 
lowed. For being fo taken, they keepe down 
and repreffe fumesin them ‘thathaue drun: 
ken wine fomewhat largely, | | 
"The fame effect alfo haueother moyft 
and{fucculent fruits,as pomegranates, oren 
ges,lymons,and Pomecitrons, which being 
taken after meats,haue vertue, meruelloufly 
to'preferue a'man from- being. ouertaken 
with wine , or eafily ouercome with dtun: 
kennes.And therefore the faieneof the Poet 
Horacetouching this matter, may feem nei- 
ther difagreeing to naturall reafon; nor yet 
hurtfullto bodilie health : bagels 
Atend of meales who Mulberries doth cate, 
Shall bealshfull bein parching fommers heat.

For itis often feen,that 
through vnfeafonable weather, the flourith- 
ing vines, Mulberies,corne,olyues and.other 
frites be fo. {harpely nipped, blafted , and 
froft bitten , thatno profiteor commoditie

But fith weare now grown to difcourfeof 
the Mulbery,it hall not be amifle(as it were) 
by the way;tofhew an hiftory therof,written 
inthe Books of the AZaccabees. For,when.as 
Antiochus king of Syria watred with a deadly 
hatred againft:the lewes,and.gaue the onf{et 
vpon: them with all manner of weaponand 
munition that could bedeuifed, : among 0- | 
ther furniture and,,martiall habilimentes;

fet downe an order, and caufed the fame by 
the publike crier to be proclaimed; that no 
mian'fhould be fobolde tothrow any thing 
into the lifts or plai¢ng place, vnleffe it were 
an Apple. It fortuned that this Cz/elins be- 
ing fought vnto by a certaine fellow, for his 


counfell andaduifein this matter, whether | 


this fruit of the Pine werea nut or an Apple, 
merrily and wittily thus anfwered him, fai- 
eng: éf thou wilt hurle it at Vatinius head, it ws 
an Apple. So deadly did the people hate fuch 
apernicious Citizen’, that they: defired ra- 
ther to haue him rid.our of the. waythan to | 
haue him liue any longer, to the infeGion & 
illexample of the Countrey and Common 

wealth. ie ican ant es 
But the Prophets. (.as-afore hath beéne 
fhewed ) doe often viein their prophefies.to 
infert this Pinetree, and other: memorable 
iy ie plants 
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plants andherbs. Among others, the'Pro- 
phetZ/aab in difplaieng the deteftable'ab- 
homination of the Heathen in forging vnto 
themfelues Idols and Images, beautifieth 
and, garnifheth his. oration with a learned 
and artificiall recital of fundrie Trees: fhew- 
ing the great care and diligence, which the 
Smithes, Carpenters and other Artificers 
take to.make and fafhion thefe blockith 
toies, and ridiculous bables, which neither 


ferue to.any vfe, neither can any way helpe, rfaie.g4,r2. 


defend, protec, or faue them that bow ther- 
ynto. 

Yea he fo precifely fetteth downe the 
Smithes fenfeleffe follie, that he omitteth 
not fo much as the fyle, hammer and fire, 
wherewith they toile till they be euen wearie 
and thirftie, about the fafhioning thereof. 
And for the Carpenters trade, he reckoneth 
ypinabeadroll, hisline, his red thred, his 
rule, his axe, his fawe, his compaffe, and {uch 
other tooles, as ferue for the polifhingand 
plaining of wood: infomuch that with fome 
of them he heweth down Cedars,Pine trees, 
Okes and Firres : with the chips thereof,he 
maketh a fire, warmeth himfelfe, baketh 
bread,and feetheth his meate : with the reft, 
he fafhioneth and maketh a god,_ before 
whom he kneeleth, worthipping it, praieng 
vnto it,and faieng: Delmer me,for thou art my 
God,

The Firre tree is euer greene, and hath 
leaues growing all-alongft the ftemme like 
vnto a combe, and diredly ftanding oppo- 
fite one again{t another; the flower which it 
beareth,is of a Saffron colour,and very plea- 
fantand delectable to the ete. 

Asthe Larchor Larix tree is like tothe 
Pine, fo is the Pitch:tree like vnto this sof the 
timber whereof, they make Mafts and Saile- 
yards for thips, | : 

But tocome againe tothe Boxetree.They 
that take the Boxe to be all one with the 
Palme,tree are greatly deceiued,fith the one 
altogither and in ech refpe& differeth from 
the other, fauing that they both be euer 
ereenc, 
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ereene,and neuer fhed their leanes. This er- | 
ror grew(as I thinke) at the firft,forthat the | 


common people in fome Countries vie to § 
decke their Churches with the boughesand §)

Eafter,; commonly called Palmefunday : for 5 


at that time of the yeere all other trees for _ 

the moft part are not blowen or bloomed. 
Heereabouts wherefoeuer the Boxe tree 
gtoweth, we fee it to beare aholowifhand 
fomwhat round leafe,{mooth & full greene, 
with a tender flower, and hauing a {trong 
fentand fulfome fmell , which neither"men 
nor beaftestake delight to {mell vnto, but 
loath & turne from it: his wood is hard,pon- 
derous and waightie, infomuch that being 
put into the water, it finketh to the bottom: 
his colour pale, inclining to fome yellowe, 
whereupon we vfe to call fuch perfons as be 
tawnie coloured and weafell faced, by. the 
name of Boxie cOplexioned. Some there be 
that beare men in hand,that the powder and 
fhauings of this treeis medicinable& good 
to cure the french pockes, and that it mat- 
cheth in goodnes Eben or Gaiacum, and the 
wood called Lignum Indicum : whofe opinion 
(as falfe and erronious)I vtterly miflike.

Of this wood there are woont to be made 
by Turners,combes,writing and plaieng ta-

part with a green huske or tender hel, vnder 
which there is another hard thell of a wood- 
dith fubftance, containing within itthe ker- 
nell, quartered and deuided as. it were into 
fore parts, with afofttender pill, filme or 


_ skin growing betweene them. 


This Nutis tearmed Ba/iica, that is royal, 
for that it was tranflated and brought by 
kings out of Perfa into Enrepe : butcom- 
monly it is called /uglans, as though a man 
fhould fay Jouis glans, for that Jupiter is{aide 
tobe the firft chat fhewed the vfetherof vnto 
men. SS 

They are better to be eaten and with leffe 
danger to health, when they be new, greene 
and moift,, than when they be dry and par- 
ched. For being long kept,they grow hore 
and vinewed,caufe headach, and are hurtfull 
both tothe ftomacke,andtothem that: are 
trobled with the cough & thortnes of breth. 

— | With 
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With the greene fliel of this Nut, thereis 
vied to be made a {peciall medicine, againft. 
altumors and vicers, arifing in the mouth 
and throte, andthealmonds or kernels vn- 
derthetoong. They vfealfotoconditeand 
prefernethefe nuts when they be greene,and 
afore the fhels waxe hard,in honie and fugar: 
by which way they may a long while bee 
kept’: and the fame fo vied, be not onely 
pleafant, but very good alfo to ftrengthen 
the ftomacke; and are vfed to be ferued in 
at. the end of meales,for.aiunket or banket- 
ting difh, as Sucket, and other daintiecon- 
céits likewife are. 

Thereisalfo to be-diftilled out of thefe 
Nuts while they be greene and tender fhel- 
led, an excellent Water of great effe& and 
foueraigne yertueagain{t the plague, ylcers 
of the iawes and palate,wheales,{cabs,fpots, 
pimples and freckles.For the which purpofe 
the Water that droppeth out of the new 
pruned fpraie of the Vineinthe Spring tide, 
is of like effe& and efficacie:: whereof I doe 
not remember, that any of the Ancients 
hane madeany mentionatall. 

But forafmuch as the Walnut is outward- 
ly hard rinded,and woodden fhelled,contai- 
ning inwardly a pleafant and {auourie ker- 
nell; thelifeof.a Chriftian man or woman, 
and the ftate.alfo of the Church may right 
fitly bethereunto refembled.

Patriarch Jacob (who afterward, of wreftling Gen.32,28, 
aiid prevailing with God, was cabledi/tize/) 
being vnkindly,vnconfeionably } andichiurs 
hifhly dealt withallat the handsof his father 
inlawLaban, vfed a maruelldus policie;(ndt .: 
with:any intent of fraude or deceit): asiar 
the firft thew, fome may thinke}buvvpon the 
watrantand appointment of almighty'God 
fo commanding it)that he mightthereby res 
couerhis due wages and hire,which thatico- 
netous carle miferablie denied himy: The 
way whereby hecompaffed and brought the 
fame to pafle was phyficall, and inthis fort Gén,a6.3%, 
didheit. He tooke rods of “Almond, popnas * ccepie vir 
Jar;hafel and cheftnut trees,and pilled white ng he 
firakesin them,and putthe rods fo pilled inl platcininadeve 
the gutters and watering troughes when bie 
the fheepe came to drinke:that'being in heat 
inramming time,they might the fooner con- 
ceine. For by a certaine hidden and: fecret 
force in nature,all creatures (yea women‘al- 
fo)earneftly fixing theirimagination at the 
time.of conception in the formes, thapes 
& reprefentations of things obie& to their 
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eies and fenfes, imprint the fame in their 
yoong, which they bring foorth. And foin 
this cafe of Jacob: the fheepe beholding the 
fame {peckled & pilled rods,brought foorth 
(by Gods appointment){peckled and partie 
coloured lambes, whereby Jacob had to his 
fhare, fuch reafonable number, as was pro- 
portionable and agreeable to his paines and 
labour fuftained. | 

But there isin the holie Bible a notable 
and miraculous thing fet downe, of eAarons 
rod, which brought foorth buds, and bare | 
bloffoms and Almonds. WherebytheLord | 
gaue the ftubborne and rebellious people 
plainly to vnderftand, whom he would haue 
to minifter about holiethings, and to exe- 
cute the Priefts office. 

For after that Corah, Dathan and Abiram, 
togither with other Captaines of their con- 
federacie, confpiring againft AZofes and Aa- 
ron, and prefuming to intermeddle in cafes 
of diuine miniftration, without any com- 

‘mandementor calling of God, were {wal- 
lowed downe quicke into the earth, that 
claueafunder and opened : and that of the 
common multitude 14700. were deftroied 
with the plague, God commanded AZo/es to 
take twelue rods, according to the number 
of their princes, with euerie ones name writ- 
ten vpon his rod, among the which there 
was Aarons tod, being of the tribe of Leni. 
And CWofes laid she rods before the Lordimthe 
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Tabernacle of the TeStimonie. And when Mofes 
onthe next day went into the Tabernacle of the 
Testimonie,be found the rod of Aaron for the houfe 
of Lews, to be budded, and to beare rope Almonds. 
eAnd Mofes brought foorth all the rods from be- 
fore the Lord unto all the children of Ifraell, and 
they looked upon them,and tooke enery man his rod, 
But Aarons rod was brought againe into the 
Tabernacle,to be kept for a token of the late 
rebellion : which mutinie and murmuring 
being quieted, the rude multitude might e- 
uer afterward, by beholding thatrod, take 
warning , how they rebelled any more a- 
gainft God and his Minifters. 

This hiftorie yeeldeth a notable leffon to 
all perfons in generaill, namely, that no man 
v{urpe any office, or intrude himfelfe into a- 
ny funétion, vnieffe he be thereunto called 
by God, or by the affent and appointment 
of fuch,which haue authority from the fpirit 
of God, to deale therein.

men befides, to teach them to keepe them- 
felues within their bounds, and to rémem-_ 
ber how foone the cafe of worldlie iollitie is 
altered fpecialiy when aman in the arrogant 
brauerie of an hawtie ftomacke, difdainfully 
fwelleth again{t men,and rebellioufly oppo- 
feth himfelfe again{t the Lord God. 

So doth the Apoftle Pasle denounce an 
vnhappie, dreadfulland horrible end ynto 
that Wicked foune of perdstion, that exalteth him- 
felfe aboue all that ts called God, or that 2s worfhip- 
ped, infomuch that he fitteth as God inthe Temple 
of God,foewing himfelfe that he 1s God,praCtifing 
crueltie,and exercifing all maner of tyrannie 
againft the Saints, that would liue godliein 
Chrift lefus : Whom God ia his time will confume 
with the breath of bis mouth, and abolifh with the 
brightnes of his comming : wherein all his de- 
celueableneffe and iugling tricks fhall bere- 
uealed, and all his peftilent do@rine, and 
counterfeite religion vanith away as fmoke, 
to the great woonder of many that were en- 
fotted with his fraudulent deuifes, and delu- 
ded by his lieng woonders,

from which they are nourifhed ; from the 
trunke and ftemme, by which the {apis dif- 
fufed and diftributed ; from the rinde,barke 
or pill, wherewith they be couered; fromthe 
boughes,leaues, bloffoms & flowers, where- 
withthey are adorned and beautified ; and 
from theirfeede, bythe which they are en- 
creafed,multiplied and propagated. 

So bythe Figge tree, which had nothing but Matter,t9 
leawes,; we are taught, how odiousand dif- Mar; 1,13. 
pleafant to-God, the outwarde fhewe and 
painted appeerance of godli nefle is, without 
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an inwarde working faith, producing the 
fruits of Chriftian life and honeft conuerfa- 
tion. 
So alfo by thofe wxprofitable trees that bring 
ete?

uke, with the Axe, and cast into the fire, are meant 
ludever.r2 the wicked and obftinate, that perfeuere in 
their malicious blindnesand indurate difo- 
bedience. 
So alfo Chrift in another place,by a Simi- 
Matt.24,33 litude taken from the Fig tree when his boughes 
be yet tender, and his leaues newly [bringing ont, 
whereby men knowe that Sommer ws nigh at Sand : 
armeth and warneth all men of the appro- 
ching of the latter day. 
Andeuen folikewife the Apoftle moft di- 
Rom.ry,17, uinely difcourfing of the natural and of the 
wilde Oliue tree, with the roote and branches 
thereof, beateth downe all arrogancieand 
hawtie pride of fuch, as infolently gloriein 
the pretended excellencie of their holinefle, 
and prerogative of their eftate , defpifing 
andcontemning others in refpeét of them- 
felues. : 
So alfo the Prophet J/aiah {peaking of 
Chrift and his minifterie, and fetting him 
downe after amoft excellent manner,and in 
moft heauenlie termes, to the view and con- 
fideration of all men,.defcribeth him/not as 
Ifaig3,3. any honorable or beantifull perfonage,but as an ab- 
jek and ontcast,de[pifed andreietted of men,full of 
forrowesyand haning experience of infirmities: NOt 


regarded, 
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regarded, not efteemed and accounted of, 
nor any waies intertained with any fauoura- 
ble kind of curtefie: but euery way indged and 
deemed was plagued and [mitten of God, and hum- 
bled. And he refembleth him toa Spring com- 
ming foorth of the fiemme of leffe, and to a yoong 
Graffe or fooot growing out of bis roote: as it were 
out of a drie, barren, vnfertile and vnmanu- 
red field’; fo that toman, it fhould feeme to 
be of no renown, hope or likelihood euer to 
be aduanced into any high fublimitie, or by 
his comming and doGrine to bring men to 
{faluation. Yea manywere fo offended at his 
bafenes and humilitie, that {carcely one a- 
mong a great nuinber, would giue any cre- 
dit to the prophefies and predictions of the 
holy Writers concerning him. 

Forfolongas they looked no further than 
into his outward ponerty and bafe eftate, it 
wasno maruell though very few embraced 
his dorine,fith they accounted him {carce- 
ly woorthy to be looked on, or tobee kept 
company withall. 

It wouid be to long, to repeate al that the 
Prophet. in that Chapter at Jarge fetteth 
down, concerning the propagation and en- 
largement of the kingdomeof Chrift : and 
therefore I refer the Reader to the words of 
the textit.felfe, and to the godly expofitions 






offtich as hauelearnedly written vppon the.

He humbled 
himfelfe ec became obedrent vato death, euenthe 
death of the croffé. Wherfore Gedalfo hath highly 
exalted him, andgiuenlima Name, aboue enery 
name; that at the name of Iefws fooulde enery knee 
bow both of things in heauen,and of things in earth, 
and of things under the earth: whichis as much 
to faie, as that no power, or ftrength was fo 
Mate.28,18 great,but that it fhould fubmiticielfe vader 
loha.17, 2. hisempireand dominion. . 

Bat to come againe vnto my firlt purpo- 
fed atgument..The Prophet //aiah mottplen~ 
tifully and largely enery where throughout 
his prophecie amplifieng Chrifts kingdom, 
and aduancing hisglory,comforteth the af- 
AiGed and forowful which think themfelues 
forfaken atid deftitute of all releefe andofuc- 
cour, andencourageth them to liftvp their 
harts,and to ftay themfeluesinaflured wa 
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of Gods infinite mercies , vadoubted proui- 
dence, and infallible deliuerance. 

For, (by taking a metaphor from a yoong 
erafte or flip ) hee fheweth that the fpirituall 
kingdome of Dawid {hall bee reftored by 
Chrift , and that all the godly which thinke 
themfelues forfaken , fhoulde haue one that 
fhould be their delinerer and redeemer out 
of the thraldome and tyranny of Sathan.For 
There foall come foorth (faith he). Spring, rod, 
fhoote,or fet, out of the fPocke of leffe,c a graffe Mai.tt,x. 
fhall growe out of bisroote. And the {pirite of the 
Lord fhall rest uponhim : the [pirite of wifedome 
and understanding : the pirite of connfell and 
Srrength : the (pirite of knowledge and of the feare 
of the Lord. Whereby he fignifieth Chrift,be- 
ing without meafure ineftimably furnifhed 
with all gifts, and wherof he giueth by mea- 
fure to thofe that be his. 

The fame Similitude doth he afterwarde 
continue and profecute,eftfoones repeating 
it, and faieng, that in That day the roote of Vetl.10. 
Teffe, which feemed in that decaied ftate of 
the Iewes, to be inamaner rotten and likea 
drie fticke; Shall ftande anabe fet vp for a figne 
vuto the people , and all nations {ball feeke unto it :

nefit,with a trice defeated and fruftrated. 

The Flower; isthe ioy, beauty, and delite Flower. 
ofthe trees, in the Spring time of the yeere, 
feeding the beholders eie with pleafure,and 
refrefhing his nofe with comfortable fent & 
fmel. Now Plants and Herbs,do bloffome & 
flower’, fome at one time,;and fome at ano- 
ther: for fome there be that burgeine and 
fhoote out in the Spring , fome in Sommer, 
fomein Autumne, and fome (in temperate 
climates and‘ milde aire ; where the biting 
| froftnippeth not ) in Winter. | 
And ynder the name of Flower, there is 
| ment, as well in the Scriptures as in other 
| writers,euery fuch thing asisin his excellent 

| prime,and gallant brauery . Sovisthe luftie 
/| time of youth and adolefcencie, tearmed by 

| the name of the flower ofage.For thenis the 
body in his perfeGeft comelines,beauty and 
ptoportion . In the fame fenfe are vfed alfo, 
leaues,greené graffe, haie,ftubble,and other 

| as SE things 
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things of {mall continuance, which quickly 
and f{odainly paffe and fade away. 

So doth the Apoftle Pane refemble and 
compare doGrine that is corrupt , vnfound, 
dangerous, counterfaite, fuperftitious, and 

1.Cor.3,12 hypocritall , vnto Tymber, Haie, and Stubble. 
For, whofoeuer are without the founde and 
fincere truth ,comprized & warranted in the 
volumes of the facred and Canonical Scrip- 
tures, mouldie and vani(h away as {moke, 
and cannot abide the triall when the fiorms 
of temptation begin to blow, euen as drie 
ftickes and rotten woode cannot abide the 
force of the burning flame, but are firaight- 
waics confumed. 

But moft commonly the pleafant, gallan- 
tife and amorous beautie of the F/ower,in the 
Scripturesis vfually applied to fuch thinges 
as be fraile, tranfitory, fading, rainous and 
momentanie.Asin Job, Aan that us borue of 4 
woman is of (hort continuance, and full of trouble. 
He fhaoteth foorth as a flower, and vanilbeth away 
as a foadow, herewith agreeth that which 

Pfa.ro3,ts the Prophet David writeth; The daies of man 
ave as graffe: asa flowre of the fielde , {2 florifbeth 
he. By which words he meaneth {uch a thing 
as quickly perifheth and paffeth away, albeit 
for the time itfeeme to the eie, gallant, beau- 
tifulland amiable. 

And to theintent,euery man fhould on the 
one fide, hane daily before the cies of his 
mind hisfraileeftate & brittle condition: & 

on 
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on the other fide,the power, efficacie & eter- 
nitie of the word of God, //aiah is comman- 
ded with aloude voice to proclaime and cry 
out, that A// flefh is graffe, and all the grace 
therof asthe flower of the field, The gras withereth 
the flower fadeth : bicanfe the fpirite of the Lord 
bloweth upoit : furely the people ws graffe.The graffe 
ws withered, c the flower ts faded > But the word of 
our God endureth for ever. Notifieng thereby 
thatall pompe,glory,dignity, magnificence, 
or whatfoeuer elfe inman is admirable and 
highly fet by, whetherthey by giftsinward 
of the sided een outward of the body, at the 
breath of God fade and vanifhaway. 
Leteuery man therefore ftandevppon his 
guard, and take heed that he repofe not any 
confidence in thefé brittle, tranfitorie , and 
momientanie gifts;or in thefe vaine goods of 
the world,but thathe ftay himfelfe vpon the 
fure and infallibleworde of God ; which is 
onely permanent, holefome,folide and com- 
fortable. | | 
To the confideration of thefe’ eternal and

aie daring riches , the two bleffed Apoftles r.Pet.r,4. 
of our Lord, Perer'and James do earneftly ex- fam-1,21. 


hort vs : thae we thould leaue feeking after 
the vaine vanities of this wicked world: and 
ftudie to attaine the eternall and euerlafting 
ioies of heauen, whereunto Chrift in his 

bleffed word inuiteth vs. 
There be many mothe like metaphores 
and: Similitudes taken from leaués. and

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flowers , which tothe con{cience and minde 
of ech zealous ‘Chriftian, depainteth and 
fetteth foorth the tranfitory trafh and fic- 
kle hold that by daily experience is knowen 
to reftin thefe worldly things,wherwith men 
are vfually puft vp into fuch infolent pride 
andarrogancie. 

And thus doth the Prophet J/aiab\come 
parethe pride and loftines of Ephraim (and 
vnder them,all others, infe@ed with the like 
vices) vnto fading flowers, & falling leanes. 
For thus threateneth heedeftruction vnto 
them ; Wobe unto the crawne of pride, enen to the 
drunken people of Ephraim, whofe great pompe ts as 
a flower that falleth away. The crowne of the pride 
of the drunken Epbraemites, fhall be tradew under 
foote, For his glorious beautie fhallbe a fading 
flower,and as the haste frupte afore Sommer. For 
as rathripe fruits and Apples are not long 
lafting, nor of any great continuaunce :fo 
likewife-fhall not their felicitie continue in 
any long profperitie. | 

Nahum the Prophet likewife by the fame 
Similitude fheweth that thereis nothing in 
the world fo braue,gallant,beautifull,and a- 
miable,: but that God can’and will deftroy 
and bring it to nothing, when ‘his-wrath is 
kindled againft the obftinate and wicked : 
infomuch that all the flowers and buds, that 
is,the pompe and glorie of huffing Royfters 


‘be witha trice difpatched,. difperfed, defea- 


ted, and-aduihilated ; whichin thefe shit 
¢ 
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¢| he fettethdowne and defcribeth ; Bafan @ wy, , 
1 |! wastedsand Carmel, and the flower of Lebanon is 
. | wasted: thatis, all the power and ftrength 1s 
decaied, and all the brauerie brought to no-

After flowers, are the Fruits and Seedes seecde,

«| -derhis mightie hand, and thankfully to re- 

| _ceiuehis fatherlie correGion: being certain- 


ly perfuaded that the fame is fentynto um

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for his amendement, to trie his. conftancie ’ 
and patience ; and thereby therefore doth 90 
man receiue fingular blefling andcommo. | 
ditie. Thon fhalt fee (faith he) that thy feede faall 
be great, thy posteritie as the graffe of the earth, WW 
Thou foalt go to thy graue ina fullage, as aricke of | 
corne commeth in due feafon into the barue.: that 
is,thou fhalt (asa man of noblecallingand 
high parentage)be honorably buried,with a 
great aflemblie of Nobles, folemnizing thy 
funerals. 

Againe,for that both herbs and trees doe 
beare and bring foorth feede, which after- 
ward produceth the like plant according to 
his kinde, and fo from one to another infi- 
nitely : therefore the holy Prophets doe alfo 
vfeit, forthe garnifhing and illuftrating of 
their Arguments and Sermons. 

Seede therfore fignifieth fuccefle,increafe, 
plentie,foifon and abundance.Asin the Pro- 
phet //aiab we may euidently fee, where the 
Lord promifeth to al them that truftin him, 
and imbrace his lawes, all felicitie, fuccefle 
and abundance. The Lord(faith:he) oallgiue 
raine tothy Seede, when thou halt fow the ‘ground, 
and bread of the increafe of the earth, which fhall 
be fat and very plentious. Inthat day alfo fall thy 
cattell be fed in large pastures. The Oxen allo and 
the yooug Affes that till the ground, {bal eatecleane 

rouender, which is winnowed with the foouell and 
the fanne. Signifieng that his worldly wealth 

and temporal goods fhould be maruelloufly. 
increafed, 
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|| increafed, and all things fhould profper ac- 
cording to his harts defire. 
_. The fame reafon is for the Fruit: for in Fruit. 
| the Bible, the Fruits of herbs and trees doe 
| betoken and fignifie plentie,abundance,fer- 
tilitie, bleffednes, profperitie, works good 
and euill,{carcitie,dearth,penurie, iuftice,in- 
tegritie,wickednes,impictie,loofenes, ditho- 
neftie, and lewd maners, which are alfo fig- 
nified ynder the name of Corne or Graine. 
So,the Prophet Ho/ea, exhorting men going 
aftray, and forgetting themfelues, to vertue, 
integrity of life,and righteous dealing, faith 
thus;Sowe to your felues in righteoufues and reape Vof10, 12. 
after the meafure of mercie:Breake vp your fallow 
ground, for it ts time to feeke the Lord. In which 
words heconnfelleth and aduifeth them to 
forfake their woonted maner of life, and to 
line in fuch fort as may be acceptable and 
pleafanttoGod. For bitherto (faith he ) you 
haue plowed wickednes, you bane reaped iniquitie, 
on haue eaten the fruite of lies. By the which 
metaphore he fheweth how,that they pradti- 
fed nothing elfe than fraud, quarrels, wrang- 
ling, futtletie, falfehoode, deceite, and how 
to entrap, circumuent,vndermine, deceiue, 
and oppreffe the innocent .Now heer there- 
fore he admonifheth them to leaue their fl- 
thy praGizes, and to plucke vp by the roots . 
all the wicked weedes and noifome tares 
out of their harts; and.in lieu thereof to fow 
in the furrowes of a pure con{cience, honett 
an 
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and Chriftian dealing, mildenes, lenitie,cur- 
tefie , righteoufnefle, and true neighbour- 
hood. , | 
The felfe fame thing doth the Lorde like- 


Ierem.4, 4. wife by his Prophet Jeremie, earneftly com-

mand and {trictly enioine, faieng; Breake up 
your fallow ground,and ow not among the thornes : 
that is, fee thatyour harts be manured and 


gatnifhed with the godly feedes of integri- | 


tie, righteoufnes, innocencie and goodnes, 
hauing the thornes and briers of wickednes 
quite plucked vp by the rootes. | 
And this ts further manifeftly witneffed 
by the Prophet //aich, where as the Lorde by 
a moft notable kind of confolation, affureth 
the minde and confcience of the godly, that 
he thall not miffe to obtaine faluation. For 


’ thus proclaimeth he fafegard and health vn- 


to them, in their great affiGions and almoft 

defperatetroubles ; Say tothe righteous that it 

fhallgo well with them, for they foall eate the fruite 
of their workes and ftudies. Affaring him there- 
by of affiftance , and willing him to bee of 

good comfort and cheere : bicaufe in the ex- 
tremitie of famine or war,(when others {hall 
befurprized in calamities and affli@ions) he: 

fhall quietly and fafely enioy the thinges’ 
which he hath receiued from the Lord God, 
by the worke and trauell ofhisownehands. 
But wo be unto the wicked (faith he)for st foall be 
euill with bim : and the reward of his one handes 
Soallbe ginen vito him. 
| . But 
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But Fruite is alfo fometimes taken in the 
Scriptures for children, iffue and pofteritie : 
-| which the princely Prophet Dawid, teftifeth 
:| to be an efpeciall blefling of God, as by his 
| wordsit plainly appeereth ; Behold (faith he) _ 
»| children and the fruite of the wombe, are au-heri- Pfal.127,3. 
|| tage and gift that commeth of the Lord. 
Againe, where God, vnder the name of 
\| Dawid, pronounceth that the kingdome of 
¢| Chrift hall be enerlafting.74e Lord({aith he) 
| hath frorne in truth unto Dama, and he wall not? {.432,11- 
| forsoke from it,faieng,of the fruite of thy bodie will 
» | Lfet upon thy throne. There will I make the horne 
of Dauid to florifo : For I haue ordained alight for 
i | amine annointed. As for bis enimies I wil cloth them 
| with foame ; but on him foall his crowne florifh. 
‘| Inwhich words he meruelloutly aduaun- 
| ceth the honor, ftrength, and maieftie of his 
, | enipire, which fhould far and wide be exten- 
| ded. And vnder the typeand perfon of Dauid 
| he fignifieth how the kingdome of Chrift 
| our Sauiour(which is {piritual) & his church 
|| (which is the congregation of the faithfull,) 
"f fhall neuer be quite ouerthrowne and op- 
preffed,nor with any length of yeeres or ini- 
quitie of time abolithed : although. the eni- 
mies thereofneuer fo fiercely rage again({tir, 
and bloody perfecutors (maligning & dead-, 
ly hating the light ofthe Gofpell, and the 
doarine of faluation,feeke all meanes in the 
world to deface and quenchit. And to this 
effeatis that fweete and comfortable maieng 
| of

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of our Saviour Chrift himéelfe, touching 2 
firme and vnmooueable faith,and vnexpug- 
nable profeffion of his name , promifing, | 
that The gates of bell fhall not preuaile against 
it. 

For, whofocuer is farely ankored vppon 
this founde and vnmooueable foundation, 
{tandeth faft and needeth not to feare any 
harmeto betide him: butis fure to be pro- | 
tected and guarded from all maner of mif. 
chiefe whatfoeuer. 

And this thing Chrift alfo in another place 
witnefleth, by bringing in.a Similitude of a 
Wifeman, that Builded bis houfe not upon the 
fand, but on afure rocke’; fothat although the raine 
full,the floods come, and the winds blow , and beate 
upon that houfe.yet falleth it not,bicaufe it is furely 
grounded vpon a Rocke.By which Similitude he 
fignifieth, that fuch as haue a founde and 
linely faith,and teftifie the fame in their liues 
and conuerfation, haue their con{ciences in- 
uincibly armed againft all ftormes.and tem- 
pefts, that daily and howerly aflaile ech true 
Chriftian. . 

This affarance and fafetie, whichall they 
doe enioy that conftantly repofe themfelues 
vpon the mercies of God by faith, and who- 
ly referre themfelues ynto his diuine wil and 
protection, isnotably alfo defcribed and fet 
out by the Prophet Dauid in his gr.Pfalme. 
Wherein hepronounceth fafety and protec- 
tion from all perils and mifhaps that may a- 

cle 
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| ny waies betidehim, namely, from the noi- 





| fome peftilence and plague, and from any 
| other danger whatfocuer, as well priuieas 
| apert,by night as by day. 

All which commeth to paffe, for that hee 
| tefteth vnder the defence of the moft High, 


: | anddwelleth vnder the thadowe of the Al- 





mightie, and being couered vnder his 
wings, and protected vnder his 
feathers, it is vnpoffible that 
he thould in anie wife 
mifcarrie.
